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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement filed 1/21/2003 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each publication or that 
portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that portion which caused it to 
be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not 
been considered. In particular, the examiner has gone ahead and found all the U.S. Patent 
references, however, the other prior art (i.e., non-U.S. Patent references) were not provided by 
applicant. Examiner furthermore notes that 09/675,484 is not listed by applicant as a parent 
application in reference to applicant's reason for citing the prior art on the IDS. The examiner 
has considered IDSs filed 6/24/04, 6/10/04, 6/7/02, 3/25/02, 7/2/01, and 3/12/01. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claims 1-7 are allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither 
prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of 
the said prior art references which teaches at least the steps (b)-(e) with respect to the 
independent claims and in particular how latency is avoided by performing the checksum in 
different types of memory as further recited in a step (c) in addition to combining the checksum 
header portion with the checksum for the data portion to generate a final checksum for step (e). 
In particular, the closest cited prior art U.S. Patent No. 5,541,920A to Angle et al. in reference to 
figure 4 replaces the checksum header and thus does not teach a combing step (e); U.S. Patent 
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No. 6,173,333B1 to Jolitz et al. in reference to figure 4 teaches combining the header, however, 
does not further teach a step (c); and "FX1000: A High Performance Single Chip Gigabit 
Ethernet NIC" to Ross et al. in reference to figure 3 and Section 5.0 also does not teach step (c).
